A repent from the Ke wng cfice cf the Nippon 
Youen Kalhe on the recont storm In Formosa 
remarks that adis+s 1oat "> phcon swept Kelang 
and Talpeh In Septemb:r, 1895 and also in 
August last year. The recent storm was, how. 
ever, much more destructive than those which 
preceded It, The centre of the disturbance 
passed actege the northern part of Formosa
